To guarantee that a plant will live for any length of time after we sell it would 
be foolish and expensive. It would be just as silly to guarantee a dog or goldfish to 
live to a ripe old age after being sold. We would have to raise our prices to be able 
to replace every plant that some careless gardener let die. If plants are guaranteed 
to grow for months after leaving our care it simply means that the careful gardeners 
are paying an extra price to cover the losses of the poor gardeners. We DO NOT 
guarantee plants to live for any period of time after we sell them. 

We DO guarantee that all the plants that we sell are live and healthy AT THE 
TIME THAT WE deliver them to our customers. Since it is almost impossible for 
the average person to tell whether a dormant plant is alive or not at the time that 
they plant them, we will replace, 100%, any plants which do not make satisfactory 
growth by the middle of July, where they have been given suitable care and it 
appears that the plant was not in good condition when sold. 

Since anyone can see the condition of potted and canned plants, which are 
growing when sold, we will not replace any of these which are allowed to die later.

Because the beautiful little miniatures are often grown as pot plants and are 
usually propogated in the greenhouse we do not list them with the other roses. They 
will survive out doors, however under the same conditions and care as the Hybrid Teas. 
The tiny little bloom are always thrilling when seen on the plants and may be cut for 
miniature flower arrangements. We will have available in pots from the greenhouse, 
about the first of March, a good assortment of the better old varieties and many excit- 
ing new ones.

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NATIVES FOR DIFFICULT PLACES 


Some of our native plants which have accustomed themselves to our peculiar 
climate over many thousands of years are often just the things for that difficult corner, 
where it is not possible to give them much water or attention. The ones mentioned be- 
low are all listed in their appropriate places elsewhere in this catalogue: 


Ponderosa Pine—A tall massive tree tolerating drouth. 

Colorado Juniper—Generally a symmetrical, tall tree. 

Oneseed and Utah Junipers—Dwarf, round headed evergreens. 

Pinion Pine—A small evergreen growing in dry places. 

Low Juniper—Low and spreading; prefers some shade. 

Common Hackberry—A tall shade tree tolerating much drouth. 

Colorado Hawthorn—A small tree beautiful in flower and fruit. 

New Mexico Locust—Tough, spreading, small tree. Good bloom. 

Silver Buffaloberry—Gray foliage, red berries, spreading. 

Serviceberry—Tolerating drouth. Edible fruit. 

Indigobush Amorpha—Tall, loose shrub with indigo flowers. 

Mountainmahogany—Grows in dry places. Fuzzy seed tails. 

Baccharis—Native in Baca County. Like a tall rabbitbrush. 

American Wild Plum—Forms thickets. Good bloom and fruit. 

Western Chokecherry—Good bloom and fruit. Spreads. 

Mountain Privet—Tall privet-like shrub with blue berries. 

Colorado Red Osier Dogwood—Red stems, interesting fruit. 

Ramaley Ninebark—Tall shrub with white spirea-like flowers. 

Silverberry—Gray foliage, spreading, very hardy. 

Golden Currant—Good bloom and fruit. Grows anywhere. 

Thimbleberry—One of the best. Bloom like single white roses. 

Skunkbush Sumac—Very tolerant of difficult places. 

Bluestem Willow—Needs some water, but very hardy. 

Sand Cherry—Good fruit. Medium height. 

Rocky Mountain Sumac—Low, spreading, good fall color. 

Leadplant—Low, gray foliage and violet flowers. 

Bush Cinquefoil—Low, neat, yellow flowers all summer. 

Wild Roses—Pink flowers, red fruits, spreading, low. 

Wild Red Raspberries—Low, spreading, edible fruit. 

Salmonberry—Low, spreading, immense leaves. 

Soapweed—Evergreen bayonets, beautiful flowers, very hardy. 

White Clematis—Climbing shrubs and fences, fuzzy seed heads. 
Above more or less in order of their height. 
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PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


We are very careful to protect the roots of our plants while in our care and 
when delivered to you. You should be careful that the roots are not exposed to drying 
air or sun until they are planted back in moist soil. EVEN 5 MINUTES of exposure 
will seriously damage many plants. 


It is very important to dig a good sized hole to receive the roots of a plant, and 
vemember that the harder the soil is to dig the more important it is that an especially 
large hole be dug. If very poor soil is encountered in digging a hole it would be well 
to discard this soil and borrow some good top soil to backfill the hole. It is usually 
most valuable to mix about %%4 peat with the backfill soil so that moisture may be 
more readily retained around the roots and so that the soil will be loose enough to 
encourage root growth. Do NOT put fertilizer of any kind in contact or near the roots 
of a newly transplanted plant. SMALL amounts of manure or commercial fertilizer 
mixed thoroughly in the soil back several inches from the roots may be beneficial if 
done carefully. 


Plant all your plants at approximately the same depth as they originally grew 
in the nursery. This can usually be determined by a difference in color and texture 
of the bark above and below the ground line. Fill in the loose soil around the roots 
while they are held in a natural position. After the hole is filled, then run the hose 
down through the loose soil to the bottom of the hole and soak from the bottom 
up, while shaking the plant and holding it at the proper level. More soil can then 
be filled around the plant to make the surface level, or in the case of plants planted 
outside lawn areas, a low dyke can be left to facilitate later waterings. Don’t tramp 
the soil when backfilled unless it is moist and it is impossible to water in immediately. 


Most woody plants such as trees and shrubs should be thinned or cut back at 
the time of planting. This allows the restricted root system to supply more food to 
the remaining buds and will usually result in greater growth by the end of the season. 


Do not water frequently and shallowly, thinking that this will help the plant . 
to become established. Often this is worse than not watering enough. Soak 
THOROUGHLY when you do and then leave it go until the soil begins to become dry 
underneath. Do not be governed by the appearance of the surface of the soil. If you 
must have rules for watering a new plant make it every ten days, but it is best to 
dig in occasionally and see when water is really needed. Some hard-to-start plants 
like Honeylocust, Hackberry and Hawthorn will be helped to start by wrapping the 
trunk and sprinkling over the top, frequently. This is different from shallow and 
frequent watering of the SURFACE of the soil. 


Roses should be handled as above but it is well to cut them back to about 8 or 
10 inches and hill them up with good soil for half this distance until new growth 
starts. It is generally accepted practice to plant the graft on a rose about one inch 
under the soil level. Roses will grow in full sun, but prefer about half to three-fourths 
“sat and some protection from wind. Directly on the south of a house would usually 
e too hot. 


In planting balled evergreens the hole should be dug to the exact depth 
required, but 6 to 12 inches larger than the ball. Loosen the bottom soil so that the 
tree can be properly plumbed after being placed in the hole, then tamp soil under 
the ball to keep it in position. Fill in loose soil as with deciduous plants, water in and 
reareotea or cut off the burlap just around the top of the ball and finish filling 

e hole. 


Tall shade trees may often need bracing to prevent wind damage until new 
roots are established. Wrapping the trunks of such tender barked trees as Mountainash 
and Linden is often very helpful. 


Unless plants are handled properly as explained above they can not be expected 
to start into new growth normally.
